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BOOK REVIEW 


ARMENIAN NUMISMATIC BIBLIOGRAPHY AND LITERATURE, by Y. T. Nerces- 
sian. Los Angeles: Armenian Numismatic Society, Special Publica- 
tion, No. 3, 1984, 729 pp. 


In the course of their history, the Armenians have had a number 
of opportunities to issue a national coinage. In ancient times, 
Tigranes the Great (95-56 B.C.) and other Artaxiad and Orontid 
monarchs issued a large series. The princes and kings of Cili- 
cian Armenia (A.D. 1080-1375) minted large number of coins, in 
three metals and inscribed in Armenian characters, that reflect 
the important commercial and political role this kingdom played 
during the Crusades. In modern times, Armenia is represented by 
the paper currency issues of the independent Republic of Armenia 
(1918-1920) and the Socialist Soviet Republic of Armenia (1921- 
1923). There are collectors and researchers actively accumulating 
and studying material from each of these three periods. 


The broader view of Armenian numismatics includes not only 
these issues, but also coins that were minted in Armenia by for- 
eign dynasties and those that circulated in Armenia but were 
produced elsewhere. Roman coins with Armenian references and the 
coins of Byzantine emperors of Armenian descent (of whom over 
twenty have been identified) are popular collecting areas. Also, 
many varieties of medallions commemorating Armenian culture and 
history have been issued, especially in recent years. Tokens and 
provincial paper money issues are also an area of intense collector 
activity. 


Literature pertaining to Armenian coins, medals, and paper 
notes has appeared in a dozen different languages and is scattered 
in virtually hundreds of different publications. The pressirg 
need to collect these sources and make them available to as many 
collectors and students as possible has been addressed in a re- 
cently published book, Armenian Numismatic Bibliography and 
Literature, written by California numismatist Yeghia T. Nerces- 
sian. The book was published in late 1984 by the Los Angeles- 
based Armenian Numismatic Society. 


Every area of interest to Armenian numismatics is covered 
in this volume. Bach entry is classified by its subject matter 
under headings that include many of the important categories of 
Near Eastern coinage. Cited publications range from standard 
reference works to short newspaper articles. 


The magnitude and the depth of study of Nercessian's standard 
setting bibliographic compilation are best illustrated by giving 
chapter heading and the number of publications cited in each case.

A chronology of Armenian dynasties and a list of Artaxiad 
and Roupenian coin inscriptions are provided. Thorough subject 
and author indices enable the reader to quickly refer to litera- 
ture on a particular topie or by a particular writer. 


As in any bibliography, the pertinent publication data 
(title, author, pages, dates, etc.) for all books and articles 
is provided. The most useful feature, however, is the summary or 
abstract of the contents and principal conclusions of each cited 
publication enabling the reader to judge at a glance the rele- 
vance of the work to the topic of interest. The abstracts make 
interesting reading and can be studied in short snatches without 
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loss of continuity. In a sense, this book may be regarded as a 
chronicle of the progress of Armenian numismatic study. 


Each entry is written in both English and Armenian lan- 
guages. This feature will make the book appeal to the widest 
possible audience both in the United States and abroad. Readers 
fluent only in English can take full advantage of numismatic 
literature that might otherwise be inaccessible. 


Nercessian has made a valiant effort to cite every published 
book and article, up to 1980, relevant to Armenian coinage. No 
important sources appear to have been missed, and many which have 
hitherto escaped notice are included. The Soviet Armenian lit- 
erature has been thoroughly covered with the assistance of two 
numismatic scholars at State Museum of Armenian History in Yere- 
van, Khatchadour Mousheghian and Henry Sarkissian. 


Collectors and researchers interested in the coinage of 
Armenia and the Near East will find this book to be an indispens- 
able reference work that will also make interesting numismatic 
reading. 


Y. T. Nercessian is well-qualified to prepare this work. 
An engineer by profession, Nercessian is secretary of the Arme- 
nian Numismatic Society and has edited the Society's organ, 
Armenian Numismatic journal, for ten years. He is thoroughly 
familiar with all areas of Armenian numismatics and has written 
extensively on coins and paper money. The Bibliography is the 
culmination of over a decade of research and effort. 


In all, Armenian Numismatic Bibliography and Literature 
contains 1349 citations on 659 pages with an additional 70 
pages of supplementary appendices. The volume is handsomely

Bedoukian not only classifies the coins of Sophene as a separate chapter in 
Armenian numismatics, but also includes the coins of Commagene in this booklet. 

Based on the excavations and inscriptions of Nemrud Dagh and historical 
evidence, the author concludes that the language and population of Commagene was 
Armenian just like Sophene and Armenia Major. 

The author points out that up to now it was not possible to correctly attribute the 
coinage of Sophene from the fifth century to the first century B.C. because of the 
paucity of the specimens. Bedoukian’s methododlogy, the number of variants under 
study, and the detailed classification elevates the coinage of this dynasty to the ranks 
of Armenian Artaxiads and Roupenians. 

In this paper the revelation is the coinage of Commagene. Here the coins issued 
by the kings of Commagene are being considered Armenian.
